WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 14.--[Special.]—

The iron and steel men are 
dissatisfied, and their discontent is so pro- 
nounced that one of the leaders of 
the steel lobby has said that the 
metal schedule did not suit him, and 
that he was som to defeat the 
bill. 
trols the Senate or not, the suggestions made 
in the Senate Republican caucus this morn- 
ing by those Senators who are regarded as 
the immediate representatives of the iron 
and steel interests are not without signifi- 
éance. The caucus was called to ascertain 
whether it was possible to come to any ar- 
rangement of the tariff, or whether it was 
advisable to let the matter drift. Edmunds, 
who always appears at the front 
when any inside managing is to be 
done, stated to the caucus that a conference 
had been held with the Republican members 
of the Ways and Means Committee, and that 
it had been ascériained from them that there 
was no intention on the part of the Repub 
licans in the House to enter upon the consid- 
eration of the Senate bill; that, whether the 
bill should prove satisfactory to the Honse Re- 
publicans or notin the form in which it might 
finally pass the Senate, it was the purpose of 
the Republicans to raise the constitutional 
question that it was not competent for the 
Senate to originate a revenue bill, even un- 
der the constitutional provision as to the 
aitering or amending of a House Dill; 
and, in view of this, Edmunds suggested 
whether it was worth the while of the Sen- 
ate to continue to discuss a measure which 
was not to be considered by the other House. 
Mr. Edmunds did not make a motion-look- 
ing to this end. He only stated the facts 
and mme the suggestion. Mr. Morrill, as 
was to be expected, was not willing that a 
bill upon wuich he has 4 my so much labor 
should be strangled, and he opposed acting 


in accordance with such a suggestion. He 
thought it the duty of the Kepub- 
licans, in any event, to pass the 


bill through the Senate, leaying the responsi- 
bility with the House for the defeat of it. 
This was one of the very points against 
which the House Republicans, who have 
been forming the plan to kill the bill in the 
Senate, have wished to guard. ‘They have 
not wanted to have the responsibility thrown 
upon them for the defeat of the Tariff bill. 
At this point it became apparent in the cau- 
cus that the iron and steel interests were not 
satisfied with the bill as it now is in 
the Senate. This information was communi- 
cated to the caucus without any equlvocation 
by Senators Sherman, Sewell, and Mitchell. 
‘They stated that Ohio, Pennsylvania, and 
New Jersey were not satisiied with the Sen- 
ate bill, and, while they did not say or very 
plainly intimate. that they would not sup- 
port the bill, yet, if their statements meant 
anything, they certainly tended to that con- 
clusion. The caucus had no other result 
than to make it very clear that this dissatis- 
faction was very pronounced, when the hour 
for the meeting of the Senate came. It is 
very evident that the Republican managers are 
considering some plan by which they can ex- 
tricate themselves from the wery serious di- 
lemain which they are placed, and it is by no 
means Clear that the solution that will be 
reached will advance the prospects of the 
Tariff bill. The chances of the passage of 
any billare certainly much less promising 
now than they have been for a week. The 
sudden change in the situation is due to the 

declarations of the steel men that they are 
dissatisfied with the Senate bill. If they 
are dissatisfied with the Senate bili, and 
their wishes are to control legislation on the 
tariff, the public may as well abandon any 
expectation that a Tariff bill will pass, as it is 
quite certain the Senate will not consent to 
the adoption of amy conference report which 

proposes to make any less decrease in the 
metal schedule than the Senate bill does. If 

the pig-iron men are not satisfied with a re- 

duction of only 50 cents a ton on pig-iron, 

wich is all that the Senate bill proposes to 
do, they will probably not be contented with 

any legislation to which a majority of the 
Senate will agree. 

IN THE SENATE CHAMBER. 


The concentrated selfishness which pre- 
sides at all deliberations was never 
more strikingly illustrated thanin the ac- 
tion of the iron and steel lobby and those who 
represent them on the floor of the Senate. 
The action of the House upon the metal and 
lumber schedules has determined the charac- 
ter of the bill to which that body will agree 
if the subject stall ever be referred to a con- 
ference committee. All efforts to make any 
serious reductions in the metal schedule were 
successfully, resisted, while the proposition to 
put lumber on the free list was defeated by a 
vote ot three to one. It is very evident that 
there is a strong working protectionist ma- 
ority in the House, and whatever bill that

This was a test vote, and 
although the discussions were renewed from 
time to time, anda number of amendments 
were proposed and voted upon, all of them 
were rejected except a verbal amendment to 
perfect one of the clauses. The House is 
more highly protective than the Senate. 
There was a little scene between Anderson 
and Horr. He said: We do not understand 
the gentleman from Kansas. He appears to 
be laboring under a sort of delusion, and I 
want to plead in his behalf, for sweet char- 
ity’s sake. He talks like a free-trader, votes 
with the free-traders, acts like a free-trader, 
but he is not a free-trader, for he says he is 
not, and I am bound to take him at his 
word.”

BONDED SPIRITS. 
DEFEAT OF THE WHISKY MEN—NO HOPE 
FOR THEM THIS SESSION. 
WasHInerTon, D. C., Feb. 14.—[Special.}]— 
The friends of the Bonded Spirits bill this 
morning after a close canvass which they 
believed assured them of a voting strength of 
82 to 85 votes, this evening determined that 
the time had come for them to make one 
more effort to bring the bill before the House. 
The notice was given just before the recess 
this afternoon, and when the House reassem- 
bled this evening the entire delegation was 
on hand. The vote was taken by 
tellers, and resulted 87 to 54 against 
taking up the dill, four or five 
Republicans voting with the minority 
and eight or ten Democrats, including Ran- 
dall, with the majority. This in all probabil- 
ity disposes of Bonded Spirits bill so far 
as the present Congress is concerned. The

CHICAGO. 
THE GREAT THAW OF YESTERDAY. 

It is now nearly two years since the citi- 
zens of Chicago were treated to the experi- 
ences which they were forced to endure yes- 
terday in nearly every part of the city, on ac- 
count of the warm temperature and the rain 
which combined to submerge the highways 
and byways. The rain which began falling 
late Tuesday evening continuéd almost in- 
terrupted through the night, and in the 
morning turned to a dismal drizzle, that 
lasted until nightfall. The result was that 
those who were so unfortunate as to be called 
upon the street were made to walk 
through pools of water that, on ac- 
count of the broken ice floating 
on top, looked like solid surface, ana led the 
unconscious pedestrian to place his feet int 
the pools, ahd spend his evenings in pro- 
nouncing blessings upon a wise municipal 
government and drying his stockings. A 
casual observer would not deem it possible 
that a city like Chicago, 80 progressive in 
everything else, would permit its streets to 
remain in the condition they now are for 
twelve hours, As a rule the main streets 

WERE FAIRLY NA 
but the intersections of the cross streets were 
abominable. They were almost entirely 
submerged in snow and water, and were 
nearly impassable for all save 


those who wore high-topped boots. But 
the alleys and certain places. on 
Clark, Dearborn, and other principal streets 
were the sources of inost annoyance, and 
Calhoun place carried off the blue ribbon. It 
had received ho attention from those who 

were supposed to clean it, and the water and 
broken ice and snow were almost even with 
the walks on either side.

INDIANAPOLIS, IND. 

InDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 14.—[Special.}— 
A heavy rain that lasted most of the night 
brought Pogue’s Run out of its banks before 
noon today, and the people of the overflowed 
district feared a repetition of the disasters of 
ten days ago. The water began to recede In 
a short time, however, and tonight is again 
within its banks. At one time about one- 
fifth of the city limits was under water, and 
considerable loss was caused, besides untold 
discomfort. There were several narrow és- 
capes from dréwning during the morning. 
In one case a horse and wagon, driven by 
two men, was swept into the angry run and 
washed away, the occupants barely escaping 
with their lives. 

But little was done in tne Legislature to- 
day besides passing an appropriation bill 
authorizing the Governor, Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, Auditor, and Secretary of State to ex- 
pend $40,000 for the relief of the sufferers by 
the floods in the Ohio, Wabash, and White 
Rivers. The bill, as originally drawn, ap- 
propriated the sum for the Ohio River suf- 
ferers, but upon engrossment Representa- 
tives from. the Wabash and White River 
counties, many of which are devastated by 
the high water, suggested that their terri- 
tery be included. Mr. Heffran said he 
should objeet to amending the bill, which 
piece of insolence the gentlemen interested 
resented vigorously,a@nd a nasty debate en- 
sued, nearly killing the bill. Heffran was 
obliged to suceumb, and the amehdment was 
carried. The bill met with some slight op- 
position on the ground of its unconstitution- 
ality, but the urgency of the case overruled. 

Another car-load of provisions was for- 
warded to Lawrenceburg tonight. A mass- 
meeting of citizens will be held tomorrow 
night to continue the work of raising funds.

Mr. Morgan always had a love of 
politics, and in 1847, after he had amasseda 
comfortable fortune, he determined to enter 
upon a political career. In order to be able 
to abandon active business and devote him- 
self to the career to which he aspired, he 
formed the houseof E. D. Morgan & Co., 
taking as partners his cousin, George Mor- 
an, and his two former clerks, John T. 
erry and Solon Humphreys. He lett the 
business to his three partners, giving them 
his name and capital, and drawing his share 
of the profits. The house is today known 
throughout the world as one of the largest 
and soundest business firms in this city, and 
has made large fortunes for each of the part- 
ners.

Toronto, Ont., Feb. 14.—(Special.}—John 

Flemming, the absconding Chicago commis- 

sion man, spent last night in the basement of 


the Toronto Central Police Station, getting 
what comfort he could out of a hard board 
bench. This morning the officer from Peter- 
boro arrived with his warrant, accompanied 
by Mr. J. H. Smith, of Belleville, Out., who 
swore out the warrant charging Flemming 
with obtaining money under false pretenses.

$5,000 by Flemming & Merriam, and Mr. 
Smith was chosen by the victims to swear 
out the warrant and bring the swindler 
back to them where he could be prosecuted. 
The warrant was dated Belleville, and was 
filled out by the police magistrate at Peter- 
boro. Police-Magistrate Dennison opened 
court in the Central Police Court at 10 
o’elock this morning, and Detective Reid 
brought Flemming in and seated him beside 
your correspondent. He locked a little the 
worse for wear, and appeared as though a 
night in the station-house had not agreed 
with him very well. He recognized your 
correspondent at once, and greeted him cor- 
dially.

LAST HOURS. 
DEATH AT 7:55 YESTERDAY MORNING. 
New York, Feb. 14.— [Special. Ex-Gov. 
Edwin D. Morgan died at his residence, No. 
411 Fifth avenue, this morning at 7:5 
o’ciock. His death had been expected by his 
friends since last night, when Drs. Draper, 
Agnew, Vanderpoel, and Keyes, after a long 
consultation, came to the conclusion that 
there was no chance for recovery, and 80 in- 
formed the family and anxious friends of the 
patient. The cause of death was heart-dis- 
ease. to which Mr. Morgan had been subject 
for many years, altheugh his for- 
mer attacks were light, and he easily 
rallied from them. On Saturday last 
Mr. Morgan was apparently in the enjoy- 
ment of perfect health. He visited the office 
ot E. D. Morgon, No. 54 Exchange place, and 
attended to his business as usual. On Sun- 
day he attended the regular services of the 
Brick Church, of which he was one of the 
most prominent and earnest members, and at 
that time he was, to all appearances, hale and 
hearty for a man of his age, having 
his 72d year.only three days be- 
fore. That evening he was attacked 
with his old trouble of the heart, 
and .the pains were so excruciating 
that his family physician, Dr. W. H. Draper, 
was sent for. The Doctor called in Dr. Cor- 
nelius R. Agnew to consult with him, and 
everything possible was done to relieve the 
sufferings of the patient, but with only par- 
tial suecess. Throughout Monday and Tues- 
day Gov. Morgan suffered terribly from 
pains in the region of the heart, so much so 
thatit was impossible for him to remain 
eomfortably in bed, and he passed a great 
deal of the time in walking about his 
room in a vain effort to gain relief. 
Yesterday he was thoroughly conscious of 
the fact that his hours were numbered, and 
he talked freely about his approaching end, 
giving directions to his wife, grandson, and 
private secretary, Mr. Merritt, as calmly as 
though he was going on a brief pleasure- 
trip into the country. Last night the ex-

In the spr of 1849 Mr. Morgan was 
elected to thé first public office which he 
held in this city, that of President of the 
Board of Assistant Aldermen. At this time 
that body was composed of eminently re- 
spectable merchants and citizens, and to be- 
long to it was esteemed a high honor.

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POLITICAL NOTES. 


Preparations Making for the Spring 
Campaign in Rhode Island. 

Provipence, R. I.. Feb. 14.— [Special.] — 
There is considerable political talk in this 
State, and preparations are making for the 
spring campaign. Gov. Littlefield will not be 
a candidate for renomination, and the Repub- 
lican nomination lies between Royal C. Taft, a 
wealthy Providence wool manufacturer, and 
Augustus Osbourn, the head of the National 
Rubber Company of Bristol, with the chances 
in favor of the latter. The situation on the 
other side is peculiar, since the Sprague es- 
tate litigation has taken an aspect which 
looks like persecution of ex-Gov. William 
Sprague. There has been a great popular 
demand that he be the opposition candidate. 
The Democratic State Central Committee 
called on the ex-Governor for money to pay 
Democratic registry taxes. The ex-Governor 
is rather testy in his temper, and not only re- 
fused to advance any money, but 
said in effect that he was a Re 
publican and wanted no Democratic 
nominations.

Iw the first days of the session of the Lili- 
nois Legislature Mr. Wendell, of Chicago, 
introduced a bill in the House to increase 
the number of Aldermen in cities of 100,000 
inhabitants or over—Chicago being the only 
city coming within that category—to forty- 
eight. The bill has been advanced a stage, 
and is now in the hands of the Cook County 
delegation, Upon the report from the Chi- 
cago members depends the fate of the meas- 
ure. Mr. Sexton, on whose motion the bill 
was thus temporarily disposed of, is reported 
as being decidedly opposed to its passage. 
If this be so he is to be congratulated upon 
the position he has assumed in this matter. 
Certainly he comes a good deal nearer to 
representing the feelings of his constituents 
on this than he does on the much more im- 
portant question of the amount of the license 
to be imposed upon whisky-peddiers. Other 
members of the delegation oppose Wendell’s 
bill, butitis asserted that a majority from 
Cook County favor it. Why they should do 
50 passes understanding. Surely the City 
Council of today is not so delectable a body 
as to justify a proposition te increase its 
membership from three dozen to four. No 
useful purpose would be served by redistriet- 
ing the city in such amanner as would give the 
aliens ahd mnop-taxpayers of the present 
Fifth, Sixth, and Fourteenth Wards a con- 
trolling voice in municipal legislation.

THE TELEGRAPH MONOPOLY. 

The lease, or rather absorption, of the 
Mutual Union Telegraph Company by Jay 
Gould and his associates in the Western 
Union Company ought not to excite sur- 
prise in any quarters, since it has been the 
practice of so-called competing companies to 
run sooner or later, like small snakes, into 
the mouth of the older one—with this differ- 
ence, however: that the competitors remain in 
the capacious maw of the devourer. So 
while we may not be justified in saying that 
the Mutual Union was organized and 
equipped as a temptation to the Western 
Union in the way of absorption, still it was 
clear enough that this would be the ultimate 
destiny of the competitor. 

New telegraph companies are suspected at 
the very outset. They have a dangerous 
habit of running parallel to older lines or 
within such a close hailing distance that 
competition is impossible, for there can be no 
competition where a combination can be made 
at any time or business can be pooled. The 
public, therefore, looks upon each new tele- 
graph line either as an invitation to the 
older line to take it upon the compulsory 
grounds of blackmail or as an unfortunate 
upon the highway liable to be gathered in at 
any moment. These experiences have been 
very frequent in the history of the Western 
Union, It has been kept very busy absorb- 
ing competitors, usually little and cheap 
ones, easy of digestion, and it has developed 
such capacities in this directiop that the es- 
tablishing of rivals to it is an exceeding!y 
profitable business. Its last absorption was 
its biggest. The Mutual Union was a strong 
company, well equipped, and manned, and 
managed, and if it had not yielded to the 
tempter it could in time have been in a posi- 
tion where it could have broken the mo- 
nopoly of the older concern and given the 
public the benefit of cheap rates. The con- 
sideration, however, was evidently too much 
for it, and it went the way of the others at a 
swinging price to load down the already in- 
undated and burdened capital of the West- 
ern Union with fifteen millions more. It 
was a gigantic pool, and when the banks 
give way somebody will suffer, but it is safe 
to say Jay Gould will not be found among 
the bruised lambs. 

There are some dangers ahead of the mo- 
nopoly. it substantially has the field to it- 
self, but it is very top-heavy, A twenty 
million concern carrying a hundred million 
weight cannot be called well balanced or 
ballasted. It is very liable to topple over 
and come down with a crash. There will 
come a time when people will object to pay 
tolls that may enable it to declare dividends 
on a fictitious capital representing five times 
its real value, More than this, it will re- 
quire unusual courage for speculators or 
blackmiailers to construct any more rival 
lines. The public has been defrauded so 
often that it will not only regard any new 
lines with suspicion, but it will have nothing 
todo with them. It has grown tired of fos- 
tering and nourishing young lines and bring- 
ing them up to that condition where they are 
fit for the monopoly market. The Western 
Union may have the field to itself, therefore, 
for a time, but it will find there is a limit to 
the taxation of business for the gains of 
speculators. It may absorb every other line, 
but it only adds to the weight which may 
topple it over. It has the opportunity to make 
iteelf the great system of intercommunica- 
tion for the transaction of budiness and the 
spread of general intelligence at.a cheap 
rate, and that will be its salvation; but con- 
stant absorptions of competing lines, adding 
millions upon millions of water to its capi- 
tal, and a taxation of the people to pay divi- 
‘dends upon it, is not avery sure or safe route 
—— — It it does not upset itself 
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a class are opposed to high license for sa- 
loons. Sach is not the fact, The Germans 
generally are taxpayers, who have accumu- 
lated some property. They are interested | 
equally with other taxpayers in good . 
ernment. They suffer in proportion to their 
numbers and interests from the deficiency in 
Chicago revenues, and are not any more 
anxious than other taxpayers that this defi- 
cieney shall be made good by increasing the 
rates of taxation on real and personal 

property. They prefer that the saloonkeep- 
cee shall contribute a fair proportion of the 
revenue in consideration of the privileges 
they enjoy. The Germans as a-class are also 
peaceable and law-abiding citizens, and are as 
much concerned as any other class in the 
protection of life and preservation of 
order. They are intelligent people, and 
know perfectly well that an excess of 
saloons encourages idleness, drunkenness, 
and crime. The better class of Germans 
may be trusted just as well as the better 
class of ‘Americans to welcome a uniform 
licénse in the State which shall reduce the 
number of saloons to the actual demand of 
the drinking classes the rule of the Ger- 
man States in the control of the liquor traf- 
fic—and at the same time yield a substantial 
révenue to apply on the reduction of local 
taxes. The Germans are opposed to prohi- 
bition almost to a man, but there is reason 
to believe that a majority of them believe in 
high license—partly because high license is 
the surest protection against prohibition 
laws, and partly because high license is at 
once a source of revenue and a guarantee of 
deceney in the saloon business. 

The only reasen why it is assumed in cer- 
tain quarters that the Germans are opposed 
to high license is because they are beer- 
drinkers. But that is a better reason why 
they should favor high license, since one of 
the effects of that system will be to crush out 
large numbers of the low groggeries where 
whisky is the staple of consumption. Every 
respectable German neighborhood will pre- 
fer to have one beer-saloon instead of a 
dozen. The consumeg will get their beer 
at the same price; they will probably get a 
better quality of beer, for the brewers will 
compete for customers; and they will be 
guaranteed against the noise, scandals, in- 
sults, and dangers which are now risked by 
every one who enters and every one who 
lives near a saloon. High license will prove 
beneficial to the better class of beer-saloons 
in the residence portions of the city as well 
as to the down-town saloons, for the keepers 
of such places ean afford to pay the fee of 
$500, and their trade will be enlarged by the 
retirement from the business of those 
who cannot afford to pay it. The senti- 
ment about high license; in one word, 
is very muck the same among the Ger- 
mans as among the Americans; the more in- 
telligent, conservative, and responsible of 
the German citizens and the better class of 
German saloons believe in it, and the riff-raff 


are opposed to it. 
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UNCONSTITUTIONAL “PROTECTION. 

We asked the Journal the other day to point 
out the clause of the Constitution which au- 
thorizes Congreas to impose on the people a 
tariff for protection” of special interests at 
the expense of the community, or the section 
of the supreme law that warrants the levying 
of taxes on the people to go into the pockets 
of special capitalists, instead of into the Na- 
tional Treasury. The Journal first replied:

The absurdity of citing a clause of the pre- 
amble to justify plundering the many for the 
benefit of the few finally became visible to 
our neighbor, and it retreated from that ut- 
terly untenable position, and now attempts to 
make a stand on Sec. & Art. VIL, of the 


Constitution, which reads: 

The * . Shall have power to levy and 
collect tax , imposts, and excises to pay 
the debts an de for the common defense 
and general and prosta uf the Untted States. 


This language, the constitutional lawyer of 
the Journal tells its readers, furnishes au- 
thority to Congress to levy high protective 
duties to enrich individuals at the expense 
of the masses, which it dubs protection.“ 
But it all turns on the point whether such 
„protection provides for the general wel- 
fare.” If the protective tax oppresses more 
people than it benefits it clearly does not 
provide for the general welfare.“ 

lf a protective tax on the consumers of 50 
per cent enables a score or more men to be- 
come millionaires by selling their wares at 
an immense profit it is a good thing for them, 
but a serious damage to the overcharged 
community who have been fleeced. A ta¥ 
having that effect does not provide for the 
general welfare, and therefore is not war- 
ranted by the Constitution. For example, 
take the case of the tax on pine lumber; the 
Journal makes this confession in regard to 
it: 

There is no reason why lumber of all 
kinds should not be placed on the free list. Pro- 
tection is not needed in this case; it benefits no- 
body but the owners of the few remaining pine 
forests of Maine. Michigan, and Wisconsin. In 
this one r tthe Journal isin complete ac- 
cord with Tas Tuns, which is respectfuily 
informed that the principle and design of a pro- 
teotive tariff do not * to — A a case. itis 
not a legitimate 2 of the principle. 
but a gross abuse 

The Journat here admits that the tariff on 
pine lumber is clearly in violation of the or- 
ganic law of the Nation. The purpose is not 
to subserve the “ general welfare,” but to en- 
able certain favored, acifsh individuals to 
rob the people. 

Take another example—the coppertax. A 
heavy tax is levied on copper for the aouble 
purpose of prohibition and to enable the own- 
ers of the Lake Superior Calumet & Hecla 
copper mine to amass vast fortunes by 
charging the American people much more 
than their copperis worth. They hold prac- 
tically a monopoly of the product in this 
country. The owners of this mine have di- 
vided and pocketed nearly twenty three mill- 
ions ($22,350,000) in dividends levied on 
the people by means of the infamous 
and unconstitutional protective tax. They 
ship every year thousands of tons of 
copper to Europe and sell it there at four or 
five cents a pound cheaper than they exact 
from the people of this country. Surely the 
Jowrnal will admit that this is not only an 
oppressive and scandalous but an unconsti- 
tutional tax; that the public welfare is in- 
jured and not subserved by its continuance. 

Another case: It is not for “ the general 
welfare ” that the only febrifuge (quinine) 
that will conquer malaria should be taxed for 
the enrichment of a Philadelphia manufact- 
urer. Does the Journal think it is? 

Nor is it forthe general welfare that $44 
per ton be levied on the sheet-tin which is 
used to hold tho farmer's meats, lards, and 
vegetables, or 100 per cent on the steel wire 
from which his barbed fenees are construct- 
ed. or 100 per cent on the steel for his wagon- : 
tires, or 120 percent on giass that lets light 
into his dwelling, or 80 yer cent on the china

They are extortionate and oppressive, and 
are dishonestly ‘and corruptly imposed to 
give a few avaricious persons an opportunity 
to overcharge and rob the masses of the peo- 
ple. The citizens ean only be protected by 
the repeal or reduction of such oppressive 
taxes. 

The spiritand the letter of the Constitution 
require that no tax shall be levied which 
does not produce revenue for Government 
use. The legislation that enacts tariff laws 
to make domestic goods dear to the con- 
sumer and to foster special capitalists at the 
public expense is agaiust the general welfare, 
and is unconstitutional as well as immoral. 

It is true the Supreme Court has never had 
to pass on the constitutionality of a tax 
levied ou the people for protection of in- 
dividual manufacturers; but that high 
tribunal has decided the motive or object of 
such legislation to be unconstitutional. In 
the case of the Loan Association of Cleve- 
land vs. The City of Topeka the language of 
the Supreme Court was:

ANGLO-SAXON FOR HASKELL. 

Haskell, of Kansas, standup! You bullied 
a fellow-member of Congress who had the 
nerve to tell the truth about the influences 
under which the Ways and Means Conimit 
tee made up its tariff. You declared that his 
statement that that tariff was the creation of 
a corrupt and scandalous lobby was a flat 
falsehood. Townshend did not have the 
nerve to tell you that you lied, as he ought 
to have done. Not only was there a corrupt 
and scandalous lobby all around the commit- 
tee while it was drafting its swindling tariff, 
but worse yet, the lobby was a part of the 
committee itself. 

Both among the Democratic and Repub- 
lican members of the committee are to be 
found the servile and corrupt tools of the 
Pennsylvania rings of monopoly. The ap- 
pointment of three attorneys of the Pennsyl- 
vania syndicates to be members of the Ways 
and Means Committee was a corrupt act by 
Speaker Keifer in pursuance of a bargain by 
which he was made Speaker. The duties 
proposed by the committee were dictated by 
the attorneys of special interests which 
knew perfectly well that the committee was 
organized to rob the body of the people and 
to build up at their expense a vast system of 
overcharging monopolies. Every favor that 
was asked for by these monopolists was 
granted. Not a single right in the way of 
relief from taxation that was asked for * 
the people was granted. 

The statement that not a manufacturer or 
lobbyist came before the committee is a lie. 
Hayes and Oliver, of the Tariff Commission, 
according to the statement of Representa- 
tive Tucker,a member of the Ways and 
Means Committee, came before it to beg that 
their official recommendations for lower du- 
ties should be disregarded by the committee, 
and that it would for their private gain sub- 
stitute higher duties in their place, and the 
committee did it. 

Every man who was in Washington dur- 
ing the time the committee was hatching out 
its snake’s eggs knows that Haskell’s state- 
ment is false. Never was such a lobby in 
Washington 830 corrupt, pertinacious, 
shameless, greedy. Never did a lobby make 
such a clean sweep. The whole West and 
South were gerrymandered into districts, 
each to be handed over to a satrap to be 
taxed for his private benefit. Deliberately 
“infant industries like the manufacture of 
locomotive-tires in Chicago were massacred 
to gratify the steel Herods of Pittsburg. 
Wealth and Congressional treachery and the 
seductions of the lobby never flowered into a 
meaner blossom than that of this deadly 
nightshade of tariff legislation, 

Possibly it can be carried through. Money 
will apparently do anything at Washington, 
especially with an expiring Congress. But 
one thing these unfaithful Representatives 
who have delivered the taxpayers of this 
country over to their enemies cannot do: 
they cannot throw dust into the eyes of 
those in the West they have swindled and 
betrayed. They cannot look their Western 
constituents in the face and argue that any 
honest considerations of protection to indus- 
try in the abstract or to labor or any fidelity 
to the Treasury prompted their action. 
Every schedule of the Ways and Means tar- 
iff contains a nest of swindles on the West, 
put there at the dictation of the monopolists. 
It is the. very fleur-de-lis of tax-farming. 
There will be a first-class funeral for every 
Western Congressman that votes fonit. Last 
year’s River and Harbor mortality will be 
nothing to what will follow the enactment of 
the Ways and Means’ rascally bill or anything 
like it. 
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LAW-REFORM IN THE SENATE. 

‘The information that the Senate Judiciary 
Commitee has reported adversely on two of 
Senator Ray’s law-reform bills will create 
general surprise and an equal amount of in- 
dignation. The various bills proposed by 
Mr. Ray covered the changes in the law 
which are essential to the speedy and proper 
trial of criminals. One of them—that which 
makes bail-bonds liens upon the scheduled 
property—has received the indorsement of 
the Senate committee, and will probably pass. 
But this law will supply only one of the 
missing links in the legal chain holding crim- 
Inais to strict account; unless it be supple- 
mented with the other provisions which ex- 
perience has shown to be necessary to protect 
the public against delays in erimingl cases 
and the defeat of justice this single amend- 
ment will not correct the manifold abuses of 
criminal practice in Illinois. 

The two bills rejected by the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee are (1) that which empow- 
ers State's-Attorneys to correct mere tech- 
nical errors in indictments before trial, and 
(2) that which makes the jury the judge of 
the faets only and letting the court instruct 
the jury as to the law. 

It would be difficult for the lawyers on the 
Judiciary Committee to give reasons which 
wouldgatisfy laymen that there is any in- 
justice to accused persons in enabling the 
attorney for the people to correct technical 
flaws in indictments—fiaws that do not touch 
the merits of the case. It is absurd that an ave- 
Aue of escape should be opened toa man guil- 
ty of a felony merely because of some trifling, 
inconsequential technical flaw in the present- 
ment. Indictments and trials go to the mer- 
its of the cases in hand, and the accused per- 
son should stand or fall by the evidence pro- 
duced at the trial in accordance with the law. 
The omission of an unimportant word, a mis- 
description of the place or weapon, or any 
palpable mistake of a clerical kind ought 
not to be permitted to throw the case out of 
court and to compel the State to proceed de 
novo. Innocent men will ask no such ad- 
vantage as this; guilty men certainly ought 
not to have it, The Judiciary — be in 
this actin Nn oe en des in the 


A } 


York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, and Ohio. 
It may still be hoped that the Judiciary 
Committee does not represent the senti- 
ment of a majority of the Senate in these 
matters, and that the bills which have been 
rejected by that committee or others to the 
same purport will come before the Senate for 
concurrence and be passed into laws. 

It the Senate shall follow its Judiciary 
Committee in opposing the essentials of crim- 
inal-law reform the public will not be at a 
loss to guess why. It will be because the 
lawyers of the Senate as well as of the Judi- 
clary Committee hold a contracted, selfish, 
trades-union view of law and its purpose. 
The State, as a rule, employs but one lawyer 
in each county to take care of all its crim- 
inal bilsiness; but the criminal lasses em- 
ploy a large number of lawyers, in 
proportion to the extent of crime and the sue- 
cess of attorneys in acquitting their clients. 
From a professional point of view, therefore, 
the lawyers must look to the criminal class 
and not to the State for their retainers and 
fees in criminal cases, and the amount of 
their business in this line is largely deter- 
mined by the number of criminals who can 
secure escape from punishment. That is the 
reason why so many lawyers are averse to 
the correction of technical quibbies in erim- 
inal practice; why they are in favor of the 
largest facility for quashing indictments; 
why they oppose every suggestion aimed 
against continuances and delays; and why 
they prefer to go before an ignorant jury 
with distorted constructions of the law 
rather than abide by the dictum of able 
and experienced Judges. The Legislature 
mistakes public opinion very seriously, how- 
ever, if it presumes that the people are will- 
ing to submit to the prevailing abuses of 
criminal practice in the courts in order to 
allow the criminals to divide their plunder 
with the shyster lawyers. 


One of the Senators from the ‘treeless 
State of Nebraska— Mr. Saunders—failed to 
vote on the question of passing the $2 lum- 
ber tax on his constituents.

There is uot a family in all the 
State he partly represents but is injured by 
the lumbertax. It isa tax that has not one 
redeeming feature.

It pro- 
tects none but a syndicate of monopolists 
who have bought up the remnants of the 
Northwestern pine forests and are now 
overcharging the people for their lumber. 
As the matter stands, Senator Saunders 
has been derelict of duty to his constituents, 
whom he has failed to protect by his vote. 
Perhaps he can explain why he failed 
to vote. We have a Senator from 
this State who also failed to vote for 
the protection of his constituents against 
the lumber tax. And Iowa has another. 
The two Senators from the treeless State of 
Colorado—Hill and Chilcott—are conspicu- 
ous by their absence from the record on the 
lumber-tax vote. 

One of the Wisconsin Senators is on the 
record—voting money into his own pocket 
and out of the pockets of the people of tree- 
less Southern Wis@onsin who are over- 
charged $2 per 1,000 feet on their pine. The 
other Wisconsin Senator did not even have 
the selfish motive of voting for his own inter- 
ests in helping to fasten a tax on his constitu- 
ents, for which there is no justification. 
At the lowest calculation nineteen men in 
Wisconsin are damaged by the lumber tax 
for each one that gains by it. It is clearly 
against the interests of the people of Wiscon- 
sin. ‘The laboring mén who cut and raft the 
lumber gain nothing by it, for every cent of 
the 82 protection goes into the pockets of the 
bosses like Senator Sawyer, who have 
bought up all the pine forests of the State 
and now enjoy a corner on the remainder of 
the lumber. 


Tus Democrats at Springfield are making 
their regular annual attack upon the State 
militia, and as usual have been routed. The 
most virulent opposition came from Egypt, 
and goes to show, if it shows anything, that

rdo, put in 1876 he inaugurated the revo- 
lution which orerthrew Lerdo, who had just 
been re@lected for a four years’ term. Diaz 
was prociaimed Chief Executive March 4, 
1877, and served as President until Dec. 1, 
1880, being peacefully succeeded by Gen. 
Gonzales, who is now at the head of the Gov- 
ernment.

DESTITUTION IN ITALY—HORRIBLE REPORTS 
CONCERNING THE LIFE OF THE ITALIAN 
LABORING CLASSES. 

From a series of articles in L’Independ- 
ance Belge.|—Recent reports from Italy de- 
scribe a horrible condition of extreme desti- 
tution among the poorer classes, much worse 
than that prevailing in Ireland. Poverty and 
lack of employment, with their attendant 
vices, make the life of the poor in Italy one 
of inconceivable misery. This state of things 
is amazing among a people so naturally in- 
telligent and industrious—in a country so 
marvelously endowed by Nature. The more 
enterprising and capable are leaving the 
country in large numbers to seek homes in 
other countries, while those too poor or too 
ignorant to emigrate are sinking daily into 
a worse state of wretchedness. Even when 
employment can be found the wages are far 
from sufficient to support a family; a farm- 
laborer receives onan average $15 per year, 
or $7 with board and lodging. In some places 
threats and punishment are found unavail- 

to prevent the half-starved laborers from 
eating the graves or other fruits they are 
gathering, so that they are compelled to wear 
muzzles. 

When the Italian peasant gets a fair chance 
to work he surpasses almost ail of his com- 
petitors by his perseverance, fidelity, and 
readiness to accept any wages or undertake 
any work which other laborers shrink from. 
The rank harvest on the Campagna—the 
broad, marshy plain encircling the City of 
Rome, whose exhalations are fatal during 
the summer months—is gathered by hardy 
peasants who come down from the mount- 
ains to brave death for the sake of the 
scanty pittance paid them by the owners of 
the land, who never venture to set foot 
themselves on the pestilential plains. 
Only a percentage live to return home— 
the shallow unmarked graves scattered over 

Campagna testifying to the deadly power 
of the maiaria—but there is never any lack 
of harvesters. In the tunnels being built 
under the Alps, the hp ate die in lar 
numbers from that new di lately devel- 
oped among them, on accouiſt of the want of 
light and fresh air while at work, but there 
are crowds of Italian laborers eager to step 
into the vacant places. If the Government 
would take the matter in handand distribute 
the vast tracts of unoccupied Government 
land among the poor of the country, what is 
now an element of at danger and crime 
would be converted into a source of wealth 
and honor to the nation. A prominent Ital- 
lan said not long ago: We are quietly 
sleeping in the path of an avalanche which 
has already given warnings ofits approach,” 
referring to the recent disturbances in Lom- 
bardy, Central Italy, and in the neighbor- 
hood of Venice.

FOREIGN NOTES. 


It is reported that the Duke of Edinburg 
has sold bis hereditary ciaimson the Dukedom 
of Saxe-Cobourg-Gotba for $5,000,000,

The competition is 
open to all nations, and the prize will be awarded 
in December, 1887.

BILLIARDS. 
PREPARATION® FOR THE TOURNAMENT. 
New York, Feb, 14.—[Special.)—A meet- 
ing of the New York experts who are to take 
part in the balk-line billiard tournament, be- 
ginning in Chicago March 26, was held to- 
day, for the purpose of adopting rules gov- 
erning the tournament games and future 
matches for the balk-line ‘championship. 
There were present Messrs. Sexton, Daly, 
Schaefer, and Heiser, Juseph Dion being un- 
avoidably absent. The printed rules of the 
champion game were taken as a guide, 
and with a few changes were made to serve 
for the new game. The table is to 
be marked off with four lines, each eight 
inches from the cushion, and extending from 
end to end and from side to side of the table. 
The object balis are in balk when both have 
seme ps within either of the eight spaces de- 
fined by the balk lines. A ball on the line is 
a ball withinit. Two shots are allowed to 
get either 2 Dall out of balk. Clause 13 
of Rule 6, champion’s game, is amended 80 
as to permit the marker on request 
of a player to pull aside the chan- 
‘delier to allow of a masse shot 
in the centre of the table. Clause 15, Rule 6, 
which forbids a player to remove obstruc- 
tions in the path of a ball, was stricken out.

COMBINING WITH THE CANADA LINES. 

New York, Feb. 14.—[Special.}—Another 
step has been taken by Mr. Vanderbilt to 
equip himself with weapons of defense 
against the Grand Trunk Railway of Can- 
ada. Arrangementsare now being perfected 
in detail for the admission of the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad into the fast freight lines 
running over the system of the New York 
Central and its Western connections. When 
they are completed the Vanderbilt system 
will be furnished with connections to Mont- 
real and other Canadian points. It will have, 
as a prominent Vanderbilt official put it to- 
day, as good a Canadian as the Grand Trunk 
has a New York ling Already the Canadian 
Pacific and the New York Central are ex- 
changing business, but it will bea month or 
six weeks before the fast freight facilities 
now being provided for the two systems 
can be put into active use. The Central’s 
line to Montreal is provided through agree- 
ments with the Utica & Black River and the 
Canadian Pacific Roads to Broekville, Ont. 
Thence connection is made with Ottawa 
with the Canada Central and its Brockville 
Division owned by the Canadian Pacific. 
From Ottawa to Montreal the line 
runs over the Quebec, Montreal & 
Occidental Road, which is controlled 
in the interest of the Canadian Pacific. 
A prominent Director in the Vanderbilt 
companies said today: There is no ques- 
tion about the permanency of the alliance 
between Mr. Vanderbilt and the Canadian 
Pacitic. Every growth of the latter’s sys- 
tem will furnish a new connection by which 
we wWill-gain better access to Canadian terri- 
tory. Mr. Vanderbilt has long desired a 
connection with Montreal, and at one time 
talked about building to that place himself. 
The alliance with the Canadian Pacific ren- 
ders an independent line unnecessary.”

HIGH LICENSE. 
STRONG EDITORIAL INDORSEMENT. 

New York, Feb. 14.— [Special.] The Sun, 
editorially, approves the proposition recent- 
ly made in the Chicago Board of Trade that 
every person who obtains a license to sell 
liquor at retail should be required to pay for 
it the sum of $500 yearly. “There is no 
doubt,“ says the Sun, “that licenses are 
generally granted at rates far inferior to 
what ought to be paid, whether we consider 
the public advantage or the profits of the 
business. For instance, in this city the 
liquor trade has never been so well regu- 
lated as when it was under the 
control of a conscientious, Independent, 
and competent Board of Police Commission- 
ers. Then $500 was required and paid here 
as the price for the license of bars — a 
large business, while the rates for smaller 
establishments, though much reduced from 
that maximum, were still large when com- 
ared with what is now exacted. ... 
tf we had legislators looking to the public 
good alone, we should enjoy a very different 


sort of license law from any that we are 


likely to obtain in this State. Such a law 
would exact for the liquor license of large 
saloons and hotels a tee of not less than 
$500 a year, and no such license whatever 
would be granted for less than $100. Under 
such a law the liquor traflic would not be 
the extraordinary public nuisance that it 
now undoubtedly is.”

Correspondence. }—There is but one express- | 


train per day on the Dom Pedro Secundo 
line, so that, if you wish to visit the gold 
mines and avail yourself as far as possible of 
the railway, you must get up early in the 
morning, for the train starts at 5 o’clock, 
Living at Tijold, over an hour’s drive from 
Rio, I had to arise at 3:30 a. m. to catch the 
train; and with me this means sit- 
ting up all night. Bereft of 
sleep, swindled by the coachman, 
and harassed by a crowd of porters and oth- 
er satellites whose function it is to beset and 
worry the traveler, it was in no very amiable 
mood that I reached the station, where, after 
submitting to the Government tax on tickets, 
and the extra baggage charge, and the other 
baggage-smashing ordeals, and after strug- 
gling amid a crowd of wrangling travelers 
and officials, 1 at length found rest in one of 
the railway carriages. Some of these vehicles 
were built in England, others in France, and 
others again in the United States—the latter 
being, of course, far the most convenient, be- 
cause they are provided with closets, washi- 
basins, running water, and superior means 
of ingress and exit. However, as compared 
with first-class carriuges at home, they are 
poor affairs. ‘The closets are not kept in or- 
der, the basins are cracked, the water is not 
iced, and the aisles are crowded with lug- 
gage, which the passengers stow there and 
also under the seats to the extent of four, 
five, and even six pieces each. What with 
the heat, and the smell of dirt, of old leather 
valises, ragged carpet-bags, and of bad cigars, 
the odor is intolerable. 

After enduring these and other incon- 
veniences for six hours, your railway-trip 
comes to an end at Boa Vista, and your jour- 
ney on mules begins. On this occasion I 
stopped over at 

BOA VISTA 

until the next morning, and started for the 
mountains at half-past 5. Boa Vista consists 
of four or five houses, one of which is the 
inn, whose landlord is one of the most un- 
mitigated rascals in the trade. His filthy 
domicile is only fit for a pig-pen. It went 
sadly against my grain to have to pay this 
scanrp 120 milreis in advance (about 850) for 
mules, beside an extortionate bill for what 
he was pleased to regard as meals and lodg- 
ing. However, there was no other place to 
deal at, and therefore no way to avoid his 
charges. 

The altitude of Boa Vista is about 1,350 
feet above the sea. It lies near the Pirahy 
River, and at the Southern base of the stu- 
pendous Sierres de las Mantiquieras. These 
mountains are scaled through the Pass of 
Picon, which has an elevation of about 6,000 
feet. The road is a wretched mule-path, and 
in many places as dangerous as itis possible 
to conceive. Landslides are constantly oc- 
curring, and the path is bestrewn with rocks 
and masses of earth, which it is evident must 
have failen down very recently. In many 
places the bed-rock is so soft that in wet 
weather the road is reduced to the condition 
of a thick paste, which can only be got 
through at imminent danger of life. In 
these places 1 have seen mules mired and 
abandoned to perish of hunger—no relief 
being possible. 

By noontime 1 had got over the summit of 
the pass and descended to the Engenho de 
Serra, or Sawmill, where one meets with 
the first and almost the only tolerable 
inn oa the road. The prices seemed reason- 
able enough, but the food is so coarse (no 
European dishes and no bread are to be had 
only pork-fat, stewed black beans, an atten- 
uated fowl, and pounded maize), and the 
extras“ are so numerous that in the end 
one pays a good deal and receives very little 
for it. The nominal tariff is as follows: 
Breakfast, 63 cents; dinner, $1.05; lodging, 
42 cents; foot-bath, 21 cents; common red 
wine, per bottle, 42 cents; coffee without 
milk, per very small cup, 4 cents. Then 
there are horse-feed, and pasturage, and 
horse-shoeing, and servants’ fare, and a host 
of exactions, which are repeated at every 
stopping place on the road. ‘The horse-shoe- 
ing trick was played on me so often that at 
length I had the curiosity to watch my serv- 
ant, and, as I fully suspected, discovered that 
he shared with my landlords the proceeds of 
the latter’s dishonesty. 

The distances from Bon Vista to San Gou- 
calo—my destination—were as follows: To 
Engenho de Serra, 4 leagues (16 miles); to 
San José, 2; Capivary. 2; Pousso Alto, 1; 
Tabao, 116; Carmo, 24¢: Cachoeira, 1; 
Criminos. 13¢; Arraial do Lombarri, 2\<; 
Aguas Virtuosas, 14¢; Campanha, 344; San 
Goucalo, 4; total, 274¢ leagues, or 109 miles. 
In dry weather, and with good animals, it 
can be done in three days; in wet weather, 
or with poor animals, it requires from four 
to six days. At all times it is most fatiguing 
—ali mountain-work, the animals picking 
their way at almost every step, and often 

REFUSING TO GO AT ALL. 

For the purpose of overcOming their disin- 
clination it is quite useless to employ a 
whip. TLhave seen an animal beaten until 
his Hanks were covered with blood; but he 
never seemed to care anything about it— 
never hastened his pace above a slow and 
deliberate walk. It was the same with horses 

mules. Of eourse po spirited animal 
would stand such treatment; but no sneh 
animal is employed on these roads—nothing 
but the vilest backs of horses and mules, 
whom the villainous innkeepers sincerely 
hope will never be returned to them 
except in the form of a cash egquiy- 
valent. The proper and only engine 
of propulsion is the spur, and this must be 
of enormous dimensions, or it may stick in 
the beast’s sides and not come out when 
wanted. A humane rider does not like to 
employ such an instrument of torture, and 
the consequence is that all humane riders in 
Brazil are slow ones. My servant (“cama- 
rada ’’) could cruise all around me and on a 
very inferior mule; but I calculated that he 
drew from the wretched animal not less 
than half a pint of “gore” every day. How 
it managed to maintain its footing under 
such debilitating circumstances I never was 
able to determine. Perhaps it was looking 
forward with joy toa happy release in death. 

On the way up 1 fell in with acertain “ Doc- 
tor” Luez Cesar do Amaral Gama, who 
claimed to be a descendant of that Vasco da 
Gama who first rounded the Cape of Good 
Hope and reached India by sea. My friend’s 
relationship to so famous a navigator and 
geographer did not, however, appear to in- 
vest him with any particularly wide range of 

phical attainment; for to my surprise 
he did not know that we had just crossed 
the Sierras de las Mantiquieras, and asked 
me to inform him the whereabouts of that 
range of mountains, the highest and most 
conspicuous in Brazil. Every person of edu- 
cation is called a Doctor“ in Brazil; the civil 
engineer, the mining student, the advocate, 
the naturalist—al! are doctors. e who 
are not doctors are illustriasimos. The I- 
lustrissimos are stupendously in the ma- 
jority. My friend was both an illustrissimo 
anda doctor.

A camp of huts and shanties had been con- 
structed near the old bridge that spanned the 
river, and such of the men as were not at 
work were lounging in the shadow of these 
pens, playing a rude guitar, or humming 
some sing#ong of the country. When | ar- 
rived at this point last January, there was 
but one house in sight—an abandoned ranch 
about halt a mile distant, belonging to the 
„Baron“ of Monteverdi. The river, now 
300 feet across, was then swollen to the 
width of a wile. The bridge was submerged, 
and we had to wait eighteen hours to cross 
the stream, which we did at length upon a 
log. Now the place is covered with huts, 
and teems with animation. Six months ago 
it was a solitude and a wilderness, miles 
away from any settlement; now it is a way 
camp, possibly destined ta become a town, 
and to draw together the people of all the 
sparsely-settled districts which surround it, 
for many leagues. Already the contract- 
price paid for laborers by the railway—about 
$1 a day—has revolution the E as 
far as San Gongalo. Last year | could hire 
diggers at this place fur @ centsa day: this 
year | was obliged to pay $1. *“We can get 
that much from the railway, Senhor,” was 
the reply 1 met with in trying to contract 
with them at a lower rate. 

Carmoisa town of about 100 houses and 
500 inhabitants. A new hotel has been opened 
here—most wonderful of all the wonderful 
results of the nascent railway—and one can 
here obtain clean rooms and ding, passa- 
bly clean food, including bread, and tolera- 
ble service. By the latter I mean a servant 
to wait upon you at table. At the other 
places itis the custom for the landlord and 
his wife, always a slatternly, dirty creature; 
and his children, never less than from six to 
twelve, nearly naked, and always dirty; and 
his slaves—-usually from two to five in num 
ber, allof them hideously filthy—to crowd 
about you at table, not to serve you, but to 
stare at you, to watch every mouthful, to ob- 
serve every gesture, to wonder at the strange 
language you speak, the strange clothes you 
wear, the strange food you ask for, and the 
strange custom of eating with a fork and in 
moderation. 

Unless you are a good horseman or horse- 
woman, traveling is 

NEXT TO IMPOSSIBLE 

for you in Brazil. For the convenience of 
invalids and people too weak or fat to ride a 
horse, there is nothing better than a mule- 
litter to be had—the roads bemg impassable 
for carriages, and there being no carriages in 
the country. ‘The litter is a covered chair 
rigged on two heavy shafts, which protrude 
fore and aft, and into which a mule is har- 
nessed at each end, so that the litter is sup- 
ported by two animals. If either one of 
them shies or lies down, the oecupant of the 
litter is thrown out. Besides the mules, 
there must be a mule-driver to each mule, 
and a horseman to direct the two drivers. 
An extra pair of mules in case of accident, 
or as relays, is also desirable, though not in- 
dispensabie. This retinue involves an ex 
pense of about $20 a day; and, as it can 
scarcely advance more than ten miles a day, 
traveling in a litter costs about $2 a mile. 

We started next morning from Carmo, 
crossing the Carmo River, near the town, 
over aruined bridge—all the bridges in Bra 
zil are ruined—passing the Cachoeira, or 
Cataract, at 9, and arriving at the Cachoeira 
House at 10. This is a littie tienda at the 
root of the hill below the cataract, kept by a 
Gallician Spaniard. Asfor the cataract, it 
falls about 300 feet. To the lasting honor of 
the worthy Gallician who lives here, let it be 
recorded that, unlike the rest of the Brazil- 
ian shop and innkeepers, he did not charge 
us, for the food we purchased at his place, 
more than two or three times what it was 
fairly worth. The usual tariff is twenty 
times. For example: a “frango,” or young 
chicken, always lean or diseaned, costs when 
raw about eight cents, and at the inns, when 
cooked, about $1.50. After rewarding our 


} host with a substantial tribute for his 


honesty, we pushed on to Criminosas—site 
of “many a crim untold ”*"—which we 
reached at 11:30. There is nothing here but 
a mule-corral and two houses, in one of 
which lives a surly ‘fellow whom we were 
told it was unsafe to meet out of doors after 
dark. There is neither food, water, hor 
lodging to be obtained. The region is a wild 
one; and in the goodjold times, when the 
gold mines were prolific, it bore an unenvia- 
ble reputation—a fact grimly’ attested by the 
disproportionate amplitude of its buryms- 
ground and the numerous rude crosses on 
the wayside. 

Leaving this inhospitable 2 behind us, 
we commenced the ascent of another range 
of hills—it has been the same sort of travel 
all the way, and will continue to be so to the 
end—and gained 

AGUAS VIRTUOSAS, 
at5:30. This is the queerest place on the 
route. There happens to be a spring of min- 
ergl water here—agua gasoso, or gas-water, 
théy call it—-and some twenty years ago an 
engineer with more money than brains con- 
ceived the idea of making it a watering- 
place, to which he evidently expected all 
the world would come to drink ofits healing 
beverage. The remoteness of the place, the 
extreme difliculty and great expense of 
reaching it, the entire lack of such con- 
veniences and comforts as invalids need even 
more than they do “ gas-water,“ the absence 
of fresh breezes and exhilarating scenery— 
for it les in a swamp at base 
of a gloomy mountain—all these things 
were forgotten, and the enthusiastic * Doc- 
tor” spent no less than $20,000 in building a 
stone fountain and a Dathing establishment 
for the famous water. The fountain has 
been useful to ople of the place, and 
the bath-house, built in the Swiss-chalet 
style, has proved ornamental: but that is all. 
It was related as an indication of the pros- 
— that may be lying in wait for this

A RUINED TOWN. 


Numerous empty buildings, streets paved 
with stone and overrun with grass, public 
edifices disproportioned to the size and wants 
of the town, anda general air of seediness 
and aecay. There are two inhs—the Union 
and Aurora—the former 2 filthy, 
the latter unconsclonably dear. run by 
two old women. and a mulatto the 
former doing the smiling welcome the 
latter the screwing departure—the interval 
being filled up with a very common lodging 
and coarse meals. 

Much fatigued with the previous day’s 
joiting on horseback, I did not set forth from 
Cumpanha until noon of the day following my 
arrival.

As I made somewhat extensive observa- 
tions on this subject while in Brazil, I may 
as well state here that mining, as it was con- 
ducted in Minas Geraes during the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries, has greatly 
altered the face of the country. The mining 
excavations, although all made by hand, are 

uite as important as those made by the A 
draulie pipe in California. Hills of 100 to 
feet in hight, and twenty acres to many thou- 
sands of acres in extent, have been laborious- 
ly chipped down and washed into the river- 
valleys below. Streams have been diverted 
from their courses and made to flow in other 
channels. Marshes have been deprived of 
water, and left to dry and pollute the air; and 
dry places have been converted into marshes. 
Mining districts—often of considerable size— 
run in every direction, diverting the streams 
from their courses, and 

CHANGING THE FACE OF THE COUNTRY, 
so that one who knew it when the miners first 
came in would wholly failto know it now. 
All of these ditches are ned for min- 
ing purposes, because no mining whatever is 
done now. Many are still used for some 
wretched object or another; whilst by tar 
the greater number have been destroyed by 
the elements. The alterations in the topog- 
raphy of the country which these ditches 
have brought about can, however, not be ef- 
faced. They have greatly injured it for ag- 
ricultural purposes. It was once a well- 
wooded country. There is now but little tim- 
ber. except on the mountain-sides; and none 
of it is large enough for boards. A few pines, 
growing here and there in clusters of three 
or four, are the sole remaining resource of 
the sawmills. It was formerly a well 
watered land; it is now an arid one. It was 
once susceptible of agriculture in nearly 
every part; there are but few places now 
where agriculture is possible. From No- 
vember to March is called the rainy season. 
This is not because it does not rain at other 
times, but because during those months it 
rains nearly every day. But it also rains, 
and sometimes heavily and for many hours 
at a time, during August, September, 
October. This year the rains during the two 
last-named months were very copious. With 
this great amount of rain one would expect 
to find the land abounding in water-courses 
and covered with vegetation. On the con- 
trary, water-courses are rare, and the hills 
are naked. A single illustration will explain 
the cause of this anomaly: On a cer- 
tain mountain near one of the mining 
centres, I traced to their sources six 
water-courses. Two of them anciertly 
fell over rock ~precipices, and the 
marks left by them in those places can 
still be plainly seen. All of the six feli grad- 
ually from great elevations to low ones, 
watering in their courses a vast extent of 
cultivable land. When the mines were 
opened the water of these streams was need- 
ed to wash the gold out of the hills, and it 
was needed ata sufficient aititude to wash 
the tops of the hills, between which and the 
mountain there was a deep Valley. ‘To effect 
this object the miners first diverted the 
stgeams from their cou ran them into 
one anowmer, and through a long diteh which 
ended in a flume, and conveyed the whole 
body of water'to the top of the bill that was 
to be washed. This hill has been nea all 
washed down, and the mine long since 
doned; but the ditch remains, and will prob- 
ably always remain, for water-tights have 
sprung up along its line, and these, however 
wastetully and ignorantly employed, are not 
likely to be abandoned.

A DIAMOND STORY. 


Strange Adventures of a Precious Stone 
in Philadeiphia. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 10.—There is an 
interesting story connected with the ad- 
ventiires of Mrs. Ashhurst Bowie's dia- 
mond earring. The lady on Christmas- 
Day, in going from Twentieth and Spruce 
streets to her residence on Spruce street, 
near Fifteenth, lost a valuable diamond 
earring. She advertised her loss, but 
with no immediate result. About the 
middie of January Isaac Johnson, a young 
colored man, was employed to clean the snow 
out of the gutter in front of the house at the 
southwest corner of Nineteenth and Spruce 
streets. In turning up a shovel of snow he 
found an earring, the stone in which was 
apparently a diamond. He went into the 
jewelry store of E. P. Percival, at No. 1013 
South street, and, showing the earring to the 
proprietor, asked him toinform him what it 
was worth. The jeweler said he would give 
him $1 forit. Johnson declined to sell it, 
and the jeweler gradually raised the price to 
$5; but this was also refused, and Johnson 
asked for the return of the stone, The jew- 
eler declined to return it, and Johnson went 
for an officer. Returning in about twenty 
minutes with a policeman, he demanded his 
earring. The storekeeper then took froma 
case what was apparently the earring, and 
returned it to the colored man.

GIVING THE PEOPLE SOME SHOW.

The defendant's counsel is to be furnished 
with copies of the abstract, and 
arguments of people, the same as 
in civil cases, and have the right to appear and 
answer as in civil cases, provided no such ay- 
peal shall be beid to put the defendant again in 

eopardy or in any manner to affect his rigodte. 

ne costs in all such cases are to be paid by the 
county from which the appeal is taken.

The Ex-Governor Fixing the Wires for 
a Presidential Nominatiloa—A Forth- 
coming Document Which Is Expected 
to Create a Sensation and Destroy the 
Mepublican Party. | 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb, 13.—[Indianapolis 

Journal.] —Soon after the recent election of 

a United States Senator by the Legislature 

of this State letters began to come in to ex- 

Gov. John M. Palmer, of this city, who 

was the Democratic cauctis nominee 

for that position, urging him to con- 
test the seat of Senaturelect Ouliom 
upon the ground that the constitution pro- 
hibits the Legislature from electing a Gov- 
ernor to any other position during the period 
for which he was elected. These appeals 
have come from .leading Democrats in all 
parts of the State, and have been backed by 
the personal appeals of Demvcratic members 
of the Legislature. It is understood that 
these had their influence on the ex-Gov- 
ernor’s mind: but after conferences with 
his political friends he had decided not to 
contest the seat, but to content himself with 
giving to the country an open letter protest- 
ing against the election of Cullom, and gu 
extensively into the rights of the States in 
and to the services of the men elected by 
them to fill State offiees, and making a vigor- 
ous onslaught on the use of public patronage 
to aid the reélection of such incumbents or 
to secure their promotion. The letter, it is 
said, will not only deal extensively with

Paliner’s own views, and will urge, that the 

States should now move in concert to fix

try, thereby compelling a new recognition by 
the General Government of the authority of 
the States, acting through their Legislatures.

A SMASH-UP. 

THREE MEN PROBABLY FATALLY INJURED. 
A collision that will in all probability result in 
the death of three men occurred at 5 o'clock 
yesterday morning at the Stock-Yards. The 
maimed men are William Baxter, John White, 
and Frederick Brown, all in the employ of the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad. At an 
early hour a Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
train entered the yards with a train of stock. 
The cars were unloaded about half-past 4 
o'clock, and subsequently orders were given to 
return to the main yards.

The Bur- 
lington engine plowed clear through four heavy 
stock-cars, the splinters and broken timbers 
piercing the cab and inflicting fatal wounds vn 
the inmates. After the collision Baxter was 
found lying outside the window of the cab 
bieeding copiously, while White and Brown 
were crushed beneath the débris of the 
wreck, but still alive.

„Martha“ atthe Grand Opera-House,. 
Mr. Hess’ ambition to head something 
higher than a mere comic opera company is 
commendable and consistent with his pre- 
vious record asa manager. But in order to 
succeed in carrying into effect this object, or 
desire, and presenting a dish that will be ap- 
preciated, it is very essential that the ingre- 
dients be carefully selected and properly 
mixed. The musical standard rises with the 
managerial ambition and the interpretation 
that might be deemed satisfactory and even 
creditable in a musical farce or an operetta 
may be ridiculous when applied to more pre- 
tentious works. In such ‘operas as Mari- 
tana.” * Martha,” Faust,“ and Bohemian 
Girl” the music is the first consideration, and 
on its rendition depends the success or fail- 
ure of the performance. The opera given 
last night was Flotow’s “Martha,” one of 
the most venerable and hackneyed mem- 
bers of the repertory of any opera 
company, whose leading melodies have been 
sung and played unto death for more years 
than it is convenient to remember, and which 
requires to make its rendition endurable a 
strong quartet, well-balanced chorus, and 
an efficient orchestra. It had last night two 
good singers and two indifferent ones, a 
chorus of four sopranos, four altos, and 
fourteen male voices, and an orchestra hav- 
ing two first violins and other instruments in 
the same proportion! Here certainly were 
not the elements necessary to give an En- 
ea opera—which its age, if nothing else, 
as rendered classic—in a suitable manner, 
and the natural result was ap exceedingly 
uneven performance. Miss Carrington is 
well known as a vocalist, and stands deserv- 
edly high as a soprano singer. Her voice is 
flexible, clear, and true, and she has consid- 
erable technical skill with ease in exe- 
cution. The chief strength of her voice 
is in its upper tones, while the lower 
notes lack volume and power. But Miss 
Carrington is a far better singer than is usual- 
ly found among companies of this kind, and 
her vocal work left little to be desired. Her 
dramatic ability is, however, limited, 
although rushing around the stagé with con- 
siderable freedom, her actions are too often 
aimless to be regarded as evidences of dra- 
matic skill. The spectator finds his atten- 
tion too often diverted from the delightful 
singing by some such speculation as to what 
would become of the lady if she failed to 
take the dancing master’s second positio 
for which she appears to have an unnatura 
fondness! Mr. Peakes is both singer and 
actor, and equally in either capacity, 
while his versatility is remarkable.

The Local Money Market Active 
and Easy~Eastern Exchange 
Steadier. 


Stocks Irregular and Rather Weak, 
Except Illinois Central For- 
eign Commerce. 

The Produce Markets More Active Pro- 
visions Kept Down by Liberal 
Uuleading. 

A Sharp Advance in the Leading Cereals on 
Buying Orders from Baltimore and 
Soft Weather. 


FINANCIAL. 


The local money market was more active in 
most departments yesterday. Currency orders 
by the country were considerably larger, and 
tiie local call for money was fair. The offerings 
were liberal and the market easy,7 per cent 
being the quoted rate, though loans have been 
made at 6. 

The local bank clearings aggregated $5,900,000 
yesterday, being $600,000 less than on the pre- 
vious day. 

The internal-revenue receipts yesterday were 
$26,155, whisky paying $19,575 and cigars and 
tobacco $5,708. 

Eastern exchange was quoted yesterday at 50 
Coo discount per $1,000. 

Foreign exchange was dull at former rates. 
Sterling was quoted at 483% for sixty days, and 
at 487 on demand: actual rates at 488015. Eu- 
glish documentary at on and ie 
483%. Continental exchange was quoted as fol- 
lows: Bankers’ francs, 5214@517%; document- 
ary bills, 525 and lk: bankers’ marks, 5 
95%; documentary marks, 94}; @94 %. 

The New York stock market was yesterday 
more irregular than usual. There was a good 
deal doting early in the day at rising prices for 
leading stocks, then a season of great heavi- 
ness, and subsequently a reaction, but with not 
much business. The chief exception to the 
weakness was Iilinois Central. That stock was 
in good demand, presumably for insiders. The 
reason is understood to be the report that a 
dividend of twenty shares of Chicago, St. Louis 
& New Orleans stock is to be made to the bolder 
of each 100 shares of Lilinois Central at 35. This 
would be equivalent to a cash dividend of about 
9 per cent. 

Forma! application was made yesterday for a 
termination ef the Reading receiversbip, and 
no opposition was heard. 

The avticipatea bull movement in stocks 
seems to have been laid over for awhile, in def- 
erence to atmospheric conditions. The floods in 
the West, following deep snows, lead to fears of 
great damage from spring fresnets, and make 
railroad earnings problematical, especially as 
the crop movement does not promise to increase 
if conditions were otherwise favorabie. 

Delaware & Hudson has been weakened ro- 
cently by unfavorable views in regard to the 
proposed issue of $10, .. stock for the re- 
tirement of bonds. 

The earnings of Richmond & Danville for the 
first week in February show an increase of 
$17,000; East Tennessee for same time increased 
$17,000; Memphis & Charleston for January re 
creased $12,000; and Northwestérn, for 
months ending with January, in creased hay 

The total imports into the * States — 
year were 5778.32, 058. and the total exports were 
$824,014,471. Of these the imports at New York 
were $400,928.774, and the exports from that port 
were $394,501.58. The totals for the whole coun- 
try are subject to small corrections. They show 
that the balance of trade in 1882 was $48,472,413 
in favor of this country. Ia 1881 the balance in 
our favor was $114,012,231. 

The December returns of the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics show that the exports for that month 
were about $95,0),00—the largest, with one ex- 
ception, in che bistory of the country. The im- 
ports for the same time were nearly $33,500,000 
less than the exports, and there was a net in- 
Nux of gold of a little less than $2,000,000. Ex- 
cepting the latter item, which at first seemed to 
promise to be larger, the statement is more fa- 
vorable than the most sanguine expected, The 
total excess of exports over imports for Noveta- 
ber and December show a balance in our favor 
of over $59,000,000. The exports for. these two 
months aggregated $174,000,000. The heavy bal- 
ance in favor of the United States is due to cot- 
ton, # per cent of the exports in December 
and 45 per centin November being of this arti- 
ele. The Chronicle finds that the cotton exports 
of the last three months of 1882 was valued at 
$106,000,000 against less than $74,000,000 in the 
Same time 1881. The exports of breadstuils 
ena provisions tor the same quarter 
of 1882 were only about $75,900,000. Breadstu ffs 
went out freely the previous three montba, 
when the cotton crop had not begun to move.

COMMERCIAL. 

The leading produce markets were excited 
yesterday, and grain was moch bigher. There 
was a decided advance in breadstuffs, which was 
but feebiy reflected in provisions. The keynote 
of the situation was large buying orders from 


Baltimore for wheat and corn, probably stimu- 


lated by the foreign advices noted in these col- 
umns yesterday. 

Provisions were moderately active and uncer- 
tain in tone, though steady in prices. Lard was 
the strongest, advancing 5c frum the latest quo- 
tations of Tuesday, and closing firm. Pork sold 
up 24@i5c, fell off 74 @1l0c, and closed about the 
same as the previous afternoon. Meats were 
easier for May, though cash lots were quoted 
firm, with a good Southern demand and some 
inguiry for export. There was little change in 
the tone of toreign advices, or the reports from 
our Stock-Yards. It was a subjectof general 
remark that the market did not respond to the 
strength in grain, and looked as if it would 
Dave been weak but for that. The latter pact 
of the observation was perhaps not true, as the 
selling would probably have been less if wheat 
and corn had been less strong. The market 
started out firm, with a wood demand, but the 
opportunity to unload was seized by a promi- 
nent packing firm; the crowd took part of the 
stuff, and took the rest under advisement. The 
demand for lard continued relatively good all 
through the session; it is believed to be held 
mostly on outside account. 

Fiour was stronger, with a little more doing. 
The limits of exporters were said to be gen- 
erally below the market, but some were ad- 
vanced enough to permit trad. The local 
business was rather siow. Bran and other 
coarse iwilistulfs were strong. 

Wheat was active aud very stroug, advancing 
30 from the latest regular prices of, Tuesday, 
and closing on Change nearly at the top, at 
51.10% for March and $1.16 bid for May. Foreign 
advices noted an advance of dais per qr in 
Liverpool and London, while our receipts 
were again small. There was a dig 
demand here on orders from Baltimore, 
probably due to the foreign news, and 
the filing of these was accompanied by the cov- 
eriugs of several cather large lines of shorts that 
bad been put out by parties nearer home. The 
Eastern demand was mostly for May, and it was 
partly filled by sales of long wieat, while the 
rest was sold by local operators who bought for 
April against it, the difference between the two 
being wide enough to offer a chance of fair 
profit. The local crowd was more bullish in 
tone than usual, with a good many queries iu 
regard to reported damage, but no satisfactory 
replies. There was very little doing in car-lots, 
but they were stronger in sympathy with 
futures, Un the afternoon call the market was 
easier. 

A private cable from London yesterday re- 
ported an active speculative demand for wheat 
there, based on bad and ruinous crop advices. 

Corn was active and stroug, advancing IA c for 
May and 1\o on the nearer futures, all closing 
atthetop. The British markets were quoted 
od per quarter higher, and our receipts were 
much smaller, while a poofer inspection was re- 
garded as probable for the near future, because 
of soft weather. There was heavy buying near 
the outset, which was thougnt at one time to be 
a sign that somebody had been forced to the 
wall, but it turned out to be on orders from Bal- 
timore, where the people would seom to be 
roused to the idea that corn is worth more 
money. The demand was almost entirely for 
May. It slackeped off towards noon, and for 
a while there was vigorous seiling under tbe im- 
pression that the top had been reached and 
turned; but bugérs rallied and carried prices up 
to 60%e for May and 57%c bid for March. No. 2 
and new mixed advanced about le, but shlppers 
took hold less freely, and they were quite slow 
at bidding up for rejected in store, though there 
was a good demand for the trade offerings of all 
grades, On the afternoon call May sold up to 
Gligc. 

Outs were active and higber in sympathy with 
the other grain markets, transactions for fut- 
ure delivery showing an advance of e, the 
market closing at about the highest figures of 
the day. There was light trading in spot No. 2 
at Se. July sold early at 30%@40%c.

Preliminary Steps Togard Releasing 
the Reading Road from Its Legal Dii- 


culties. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 14.—[Special.]— 
The order granted by Judge Butler in 
the Reading Railroad case today is sim- 
ply the inauguration of proceedings whereby 
the company is to become repossessed of its 
property, and does not imply the immediate re- 
lease of the corporation from the control of the 
court. The petition upon which the order was 
made,after giving the financial statements al- 
ready made public in the annual reports of ¢ne 
company and of the receivers, showing that all 
obligations are provided for, asked permission 
to create a car trust of $2,000,000, to be vested in 
the new Union Trust Company as trustee, and 
further, when the proceeds of this trust 
have liquidated the outstanding Receiver’s cer- 
tifeates, amounting to $2,054,457, then the Ke- 
ceivership might be terminated. The rolling- 
stock to be transferred to the car trust is 
vaiued at 62.276.781, and the car trust certili- 
cates are to be redeemable $200,000 annually for 
ten years, the annual fate of iuterest being 6 
per cent. The plaintiffs in the original suits, 
the Farmers & Mechanics“ Bank and the heirs 
of Moses Taylor, deceased, announced their cou- 
currenve iu the proceeding, and that if the peti- 
tion was granted they would discontinue their 
respective suits. When the case came before 
Judge Butier today the only persons who had 
nuy direct interest in the occasion were Stepben 
A. Caidwell, one of the Receivers, and the coun- 
selfor the company, and the Receivers, in- 
cluding attorneys, James k. Gowen, Samuel 
Dickson, and Richard L. Ashhurst. One of the 
legal representatives of the famous McCaimont 
opposition, Richard C. Dale, was in court, but 
took po part in the proceedings.

Company, under which the car trust is created, 
and also a schedule showing how the indebted- 
ness of the Heceivers is to be liquidated.

The New York Controversy Between 
the “Schools” Transferred 
to Chicago. 


Homeopaths Confident that the Re- 
sult Will Be in Their 
Favor. 

The Code of Medical Ethics by 
Which Allopaths are 
Governed, 


Only One Faithful Disciple of Hahnemann now 
Practicing in Chicago. 


The recent discussion in New York touch- 
ing professional amenities and rules which 
should obtain between allopathic and 
homeopathic physicians in the matter of 
consultations has freshened interest on that 
subject in Chicago. Yesterday a reporter 
for Tue Tame asked one of the oldest 
homeopathic practitioners in the city what 
he had to say on behalf of his school on the 
topic in question. He replied: “ I can’t talk 
for the school, but 1 can speak for myself. 
The school needs no defender. Time is 
working out the problem; the fruit is ripen- 


ing.“ 
„low do you feel personally about con- 


sulting with an old-school practitioner?” 
That depends. If I felt that my services 


were needed 1 would go most willingly. 
This should not bea question of any cast- 
iron code. We are too far advanced to stand 
on ceremony such as is laid down in old 
books. Hear this“: 

The physician read 

THE RESOLUTION 
offered by Dr. D. B. St. John Roosa at the 
late meeting of the Medical Society of the 
County of New York. In brief it is as fol- 
lows: . 

And although we decline to instruct our 
delegates to the State society, we respectfully 
recommend to our representatives that they 
labor tor the further simplitication of the sys- 
tem of medical ethics untilit shall not contain 
specitic rules for the regulation of professional 
etiquet, but only authorize procedure against 
conduct plainly unworthy of a physician and a 
gentieman. 

“That resolution,” continued the Doctor, 
“was ably supported. Dr. Roosa said he had 
offered the resolution because he considered 
that it was necessary for the society to say just 
where it stood on this matter of the code. II 
Tur Tumor intends to discuss this matter 
Ll wish it would print this extract from Gail- 
lard’s Medical Journal. Dr. Roosa is talk- 
ing, and he says: 

»The physicians of New York made up their 
minds long ago that they needed no code what- 
ever by which to reguiate their professional 
conduct, aud that they can attend to their own 
business without the advice of their brethren in 
Oshkosh. The time bas gone by when such 
trivialities us are to be found in the 
od code can ove reasonably taken no- 
tice of by the profession. The argu- 
ments against the new code centre simply 
on the question of consultauon. That is the 
animus of the whole matter. It is said, said the 
Doctor, that we are about to take the homeo- 
pathists into our arms, and that this action will 
be heresy. We are goingto do nothing of the 
kind. The new code simply says that we way 
consult with homeopathbs when asked to do 80. 
It doesn't say that we must call in bomeopaths 
to consult with us, andjnobody imagines that we 
Shall so far forget our duty to our patients as 
ever to do such a thing. [Laughterand ap- 

lause.}] An idea has prevailed in the past that 
‘or a regular physician to consent to consult 
with a homeopath was equivalent to his com- 
mitting murder. The idea was absurd. and 1 
rejoice that the new code gives us a little per- 
sonal liberty on this question.’

Fair play is ail we ask, all we expect. The 
resolution.that is at hand is but the natural 
outgrowth of exclusiveness and error. 
Why, what did Dr. Agnew say? ‘Error 
never has been and nevgr can be destroyed 
by persecution.. 1 advocate the new code 
because it is m keeping with the refined 
ethics of the time in which we live. Noth- 
ing could be safer than the new rule govern- 
ing consultations. When the old code came 
Mito existence there were, perhaps, a score 

t homeopaths in this country; now there 
are fully 6,000. What has persecution done 
to defeat error here ?’ ‘The leavenis work- 
ing, and, tur the present, I think the homeo- 
pathists can afford to mind their own busi- 
ness. As 1 said, it’s none ot their funeral.“ 

The reporter sought a distinguished phy- 
sician of the regular school and introduced 
the subject of this artiele. First exacting a 
promise that his name should not be printed, 
he consented to talk. Did you,” he asked 
the reporter, “did you ever see the code 
which governs regular physicians %”’ 

The reporter said he would be glad to be 
enlightened, and the plrysician submitted a 
copy of the “Code of Medical Ethics.” It 
treats of the duties ot physicians to their 
patients; obligations of patients to 
their physicians; duties for the .sup- 
port of professional character; professional 
services of physicians to each other; duties 
of physicians in cases of interference; differ- 
ences between physicians; pecuniary ac- 
knowledgments; duties of the profession to 
the public; obligations of the public to phy- 
sicians; and the duties of physicians 

IN REGARD TO CONSULTATIONS. 
The last-mentioned section has such direct 
bearing upon the subject under discussion 
that it is given entire, as follows: 

A regular medical education furnishes the 
only presumptive evidence of professional abil- 
ities and acquirements, and ought to be the only 
aeknowledged richt of an individual to the ex- 
ercise und bonors of his*profession. Nevérthe- 
less, us in consultations the good of the patient 
is the svle®object in view, and this 
is often dependent on personal contidence. 
No intelligent regular practitioner who has a 
license to practice from some medical board of 
known and acknowledged respectability, recog- 
nized by this association, and who is in 
moral and professional standing in the place in 
which he resides, should be fastidiously ex- 
cluded from fellowship, or his aid refused in 
cousultation when it is requested by the patient. 
But no one can be considered as a regular prac- 
tiuoner or a fit associate in consultation whose 
practice ts based on an exclusive dogma, to the 
rejection of the nccumuiated experience of the 
profession, and of the aids actually furnished 
by anatomy, physiology, pathology, and organic 
chemistry.

Another regular practitioner who has been 
many years in this city said: The medical 
science of the present day is neither a creed 
nor a bundle of dogmas, but it is all that 
part of the domain of general science that 
relates to a knowledge of the structure and 
functions of the human bodyin health and 
disease, aud of those agents and influences 
capable of modifying such structures and 
functions, — 2 medicine is inherent- 
ly and necessarily liberal, neither knowing 
nor recognizing creeds, sects, or isms. Her 
field is as broad as the domain of human 
knowledge and the existence of human 
suifering. Whoever chooses to enter that 
field under the simple title of Doctor of Med- 
icine enjoys the most perfect liberty of 
thought and action. He selects remedies 
and applies them according to his best judg- 
ment. He gives any dose which he thinks 
is best calculated to help the patient. Con- 
sequently he is in shape to meet and consult 
with all who are pursuing the same calling 
on the same broad platform. But when a 
man adopts a special and exclusive principle 
or dogma tor his guidance, whether it be the 
law: ot *similars’ or * attenuations,’ or a par- 
ticular remedy or class of remedies for the 
cure of all diseases, he becomes of necessity, 

EXCLUSIVE AND ILLIBERAL 

By adopting his special creed and a distinct- 
ive name in accordance therewith, he severs 
himself from the great body of practitioners, 
anc literally notifies the world by the title he 
assumes that his practice is regulated by the 
exclusive dogma indicated in such title. He 
cannot be liberal enough to meet other phy- 
sicians on the opén field of therapeutic in- 
auiry, without belying his title apd placing 
himself in the attitude of a dissembler or 
hypocrit. The distinctive title he assumes 
must either express his honest convictions 
concerning the proper method of practice, or 
it becomes a standing lie to the public. Such 
aman gives his whole influence to the crea- 
tiou and maintenance of a seet or party whieh 
serves to distract public attention, create 
faise impressions concerning the nature of 
the profession, and to interfere with all proper 
and just legislation on medical and sanitary 
interests.

If 
followers of exclusive schools or their 
patrons wish for consultations, let them drop 
their distinctive names, come oat of thé@ir 
self-constructed narrow pen, and take their 
place on the common platform of medical 
science simply as Doctors of Medicine and 
honorable men.“ 

“Do 1 consult with homeopathic physi- 
cians Y’ asked another regular physician, 
repeating the reporter’s question. No, sir. 
If you are siek and eall a homeopath, all 
right; but if you want me you must first dis- 
charge your other medical attendant. Now 
there isa 
GREAT DEAL OF UNNECESSARY AGITATION 
of this question of medical consultations, 
Why, sir. put this down as a fact: There is 
in Chicago today but one physician who 
practices homeopathy pure and simple, ac- 
cording to the father of that creed, Dr. 
Hannemann. There is not a so-alied 
homeopathic practitioner in the city who 
doesn’t give quinine if he wants to. Such 
being the case, and these men being obliged 
to go Out of their straight-laced creed for 
remedies, homeopathy is a fraud. It 
is very rarely that there is ciash- 
ing in the matter of consultations. 
It a man who is taken sick calls a homeo- 
path it implies a faith inhomeopathy. What 
does such a man want of a regular physician? 
Ile can change his opinion, but then what 
does he want of a homeopath ?”’

Mrs. Pierce Secures a Good Verdict. 

The jury in the sewer-poison case of Georegi- 
anna Pierce against James Gibson, C. C. Web- 
ster, E. M. Snow, and H. C. Morey, before Judge 
Antbony, yesterday returned a verdict in favor 
of the plaintiff tor $1,100. This was a suit to re- 
cover $10.000 damages of the defendants for 
renting to ber the premises No. 474 West Ran- 
dolph street whea it was in an uoinBabitabie 
condition. Sbe ciaimed the house was full of 
Sewer-gus all the time, so that she was taken 
sick and was obliged to break up ber business 
and keeping house. Gibson owned the proper- 
ty. Webster was Gibson's general agent, and 
Morey & Snow the real-estate men who rented 
the property. The jury acquitted Webster and 
Gibson, but found Morey & Saow guilty. 


Allen’s City Dispatch Meets a Sudden 
Death, 

The private post-office scheme of Edward 
Allen has come to a sudden and mournful end. 
Last November Allen started out witb a private 
local express, called “Allen's City Dispatch,”’ 
which was formed for the purpose of distribut- 
ing letters and small parcels within the city for 
very low rates; in fact, about the same rates as 
the postal service charged, His business was 
quite profitable, and he employed nearly a score 
of carriers. He also used postage-stamps, which 
he sold to his patrons, bearing the words, Al- 
leu's City Dispatch, 1 cent.” Similar schemes 
were started in other cities, but the postal au- 
thorities soon dropped on them. Al- 
len, however, seemed to bear a charmed 
life bere, sotwithetanding repeated articles 
in the dally papers suggesting that he wus in- 
fringing governmental prerogatives. At last 
the pressure becume too great, and yesterday 
an information was filed against Allen in the 
United States District Court under Sec, 3.082 of 
the Revised Statutes of the United States, 
which specifically forbid the prosecution of any 
such euterprise under a fine of $150. Alien, 
when his attention was called to the law, claimed 
he was innocent of any ivtention of wrong-do- 
ing. When the information was tied, however, 
he pleaded guilty, and Judge Blodgett fined him 
$150 and costs, which was paid.

First—Because experience has shown that 
the head of the service must have power to 
punish men for neglecting to take observa- 
tions at precisely prescribed times, and such 
power cannot be had under civil law. 

Second—Because work is done more cheap- 
ly by the present signal service than it could 


be done by a civil bureau. . 
Thirad—Because the Government must be 
able to hold the observers by enlistment in 
order to receive the benetit of their services 
in return for instruction given in meteorol- 


ogy. 

To which it may be said that: 

First—-The power to punish men for neg- 
lect of duty of the kind specified is claimed 
to include the right to punish them for all 
manner of things breaches of military 
etiquet, so many irritating orders relating 
entirely to military forms being continually 
issued as to make the observer’s life a bur- 
den to him in the state of terror he lives, 
fearing punishment for a careless act or an 
inadvertent word. 

Second—The increased expense of run- 
ning the bureau is entirely suppositious. Of- 
ficers with large salaries and an expensive 
miljtary system of checks and routiné would 
no longer cost half the yearly appropriation 
to provide for, so that the increase of the ob- 
server’s pay night be met and the total ex- 
pense be far below that at present. 

Third—As to the need of enlistment to re- 
tain the services of the men, this is a most 
ridicnious statement, for the amount of in- 
formation upon meteorology, telegraphy, or 
anything else taught at the fort near Wash. 
ington will never enable a man to earn ahy- 
thing in civil life. The reason an enilist- 
ment is insisted upon is that the 
men become so disgusted with the 
service that they want to do anything 
rather than remain in it. To be treated like 
adogfor the sake of being harrowed into 
the most superficial knowledge of science is 
more than a human being with any self-re- 
spect will submit to. The officers do not 
wants scientists, but men te do routine work 
for their benefit, and the military codes en- 
forced are believed to be most effective in re- 
moving all objectionable spirit and thought 
from the men under their direction. These 
same arguments were applied years ago for 
the perpetuation of the institution of slavery. 
Authority to punish the blacks—the only 
way to make them work; cheapness of labor 
and the care and comfort of them in sickness 
and age, they not being able to take care of 
themselves. 

AN Ex-SIGNAL SERVICE MAN. 


NEW NAVAL TRAINING STATION, 

Provipence, R. I., Feb. 14.—[Special.]— 
In January, 1878, the City of Newport, R. I., 
desiring to reap the trading benefits to be de- 
rived, from the location of a naval training 
station in her harbor, tendered to the Nation- 
al Government, through the State of Rhode 
Island, Coasters’ Harbor Island for that pur- 
pose.

Now the 
City of Newport wants the State to par- 
tially reimburse her for the loss of the 
island, claiming that the property is 
worth $100,000.
